SAN DIMAS. 
LEMON GROWERS MEETING. 

SAN DIMAS, Nov. 8.—The annual 
meeting of the San Dimas Lemon As- 
sociation was held yesterday, there be- 
ing a very large representation of lem- 
on growers from this district and also 
from Glendora. The Lemon Growers 
Association of Glendora having found 
that they could not handle their out- 
put to advantage, had closed their 
packing-house, the members taking 
stock in the San Dimas association. 

The secretary's report showed that 
during the past year there had been an 
increase in membership of 14 per cent., 
without any withdrawals. One hun- 
dred and thirty-eight cars of lemons 
had been shipped, being an increase of 
$1 per cent. The growers received an 
average of 1% cents per pound for 
all lemons. 

For some time the affairs of the 
Claremont Lemon Growers’ Associa- 
tron have been discouraging and they 
requested that they be permitted to 
haul their lemons to San D'mas. Per- 
mission was given the directors to 
pack and sell the Claremont lemons 
under a separate brand and with other 
restrictions. P. J. Dreher, manager of 
the San Antonio Fruit Exchange, made 
his report. Among other things he 
strongly urged greater care in pickin 
lemons and pointed out the folly o 
picking stmnall lemors, whereas by leav-

“A life of selfish pleasure seeking 
comforts unfite a man to bear life's 
burdens. Life is not all sunshine, not 
ali joy. Sorrow and trial are essential 
| parts of human life. Men may com- 


plain and fret, but sorrow will come.

unconquerable soul of man which has 
submitted to martyrdom, but never to 
Man's incessant struggle for 
a nobler life has been sustained by the 


of the series which he is addressing 
partic Ulariy to students. His subject 
was “The Training of the Moral Na- 
ture.” He said in part: 

“We have been discussing the stu- 
dent's character buliding. It is as the 
bullding of a ship. The physical na- 
ture is the hull, the mental nature is 
the engine, the social nature is the 
living-rooms of the vessel. but the su- 
preme question must be, who is to be 
on the bridge? What motive is to guide 
the life thus trained” 

“Religion is essential to moral prog- 
ress. Philosophy or the intellectual 
sanction will not suffice. We need reli- 
gion. In every-day life there is a 
conflict between the interest of the in- 
Gividual unit and the good of the 
whole. Reason alone can only com- 
mand self-seeking. Without the subor- 
dination of ourselves to the good of 
others we can have no moralprogress. 
The religious motive is the only one 
strong enough to make a man accept 
the cross, forget self for others. The 
student must therefore seek in reli- 
gion his highest moral evolution. 

“The method of the study of religion 
is no less important. You students 
should use the laboratory method, not 
the text-book, use the method of induc- 
tive science. Observe the facts and 
from them infer your theories of reli- 
sion. The method of theologies has 
too often been deductive, has taught a 
set of dogmatic principles and then in- 
formed the beginner that he must find 
the facts according with the dogmas 
taught. That committee of the House 
of Commons which rode on the first 
screw ' propeller steamboat on the 
Thames declared that it was impossi- 
ble, although they had actually ridden 
on such a boat.

Continued rains and gales along the 
northern coast, extending inte the San 
Joaquin started a perceptible 
migration as early as Friday morning;

wings of the east wind the teal, spoon- 
bilis, sprigs and widgeon rode into the 
country as only storm-swept ducks can 
ride. In countiess thousands they 
swarmed into all the ponds; reveled i 
the repast set out for them, and 
crossed and recrossed the flyways be- 
tween the lakes, whistling ang chat- 
tering, squawking and quacking in the 
reckiess, happy abandon of birds whose 
sole mission in life is —_ fujfilied. 
When a duck’s craw is full of grain 
she never fails to tA... the fact 
to her hungry neighbors, bidding. them 
to the repast. In dulcet tones of the 
maliard and gadwall, punctuated by the 
raucous squawk of the sprig, the me)- 
low whistie of the widgeon and the 
weak quacks of fat little teal, the good 
news was brought to the ears of the 
hunters gathered around their dinner 
tables in the clubhouses, and many a 
man laid awake haif the night listening 
to the chorus—the merriest, happiest 
music that ever greeted a sportsman's 


ears. 

Bags on the morrow—that was yes- 
equaled the best expecta- 
tions of the night previous. Such a 
aayught fight has not been seen be- 
fore this season. The confiding 
spoony, the shy sprig, the obstinate 
widgeon and the dare-devil teal were 
all there, and many an old shot laid 
his gun down, wondered what aliled 
his beating heart and murmured “duck 
fever, b’gosh'’—took a drink of water 
and watched two or three sail by be- 
tore he could steady dawn. It is 
sovereign way to cure the “ratties,” 
and the best of men have them 
times. With a pair of bull sprigs sall- 
ing in from the ocean, a band of teal 
whizzing down to the decoys and shoot- 
ing upward like skyrockets, a biuebill 
or two winging his fast, direct way 
right down through the blind if it be 
in his path, and countless widgeon 
whistling and floating on humming 
wing over the marsh, yesterday was 
enough to make the coolest hand shiver 
a little, and miss an occasional dead 
overhead shot.
